Mr. Manning, in his introduction, 


stated that he had selected Reubens 


ag his dople because this painter was) 


greatly infiuenced by, the Venetian 
School of Artists especially Tit an, the 
subject of Dr. Millar's lecture on the 
previous occasion. The «reat day of 
italian ascendence in art, which char- 
acterized the Renaissance, had grad- 
ually declined,and the begining of 
the 17th centary it was necessary to 
turn to fain e4-the north to find 
something vital in art. Reubens, 
Rembrandt and Valesquez were dawn- 
ing on the horizon. Born at Seiren in 
Westphalia, Reubens was a scholar 
and an accomplished  lingulat. He 
possessed great personal charm, was 
the companion of princes; he rode the 
finest Wy rses, wore the most magnifi- 
cent clothed and married the most 
beautiful women of his day—dsabel 
Brandt and Helena Fourment. His 
cosmopolitan life and intercourse with 
the inteilectuais of Italy, Spain, 
France, Holland and Engiand led to 
the sympathetic and liberal outlook 
on fe shown in his art. His work in 
later days is marked by a broad sym- 
pathy with the common people. The 
first part of Reubens’ life-work may, 
ve classed as the Italian period (1600-! 
1609); the second as the Antwerp) 
period (1609-1625); and the third, the | 
Steen period. 


Mr, Menning dealt with the char- | % 


acteristics of Reubens' work, of 
which the most conspicuous was the 
sense of color. An amazing weaith 
of color, wonderful mastery o% the 
human form; dramatic invention; and 
marvellous skill in depicting action, 
are seen in all his work. He was also 
unsuMpassed in his power of painting 
flesh tints. Wis weaknesses are the 
occasional notes of vulgarity and 
coareeness, and superficiality of see- 
ing. as evidenced in most of his por- 
traits, He was apparentiy unabie to 
read beneath the surface and put the 
character and soul of the sitter into 
the portrait, 

Reubens broke the bonds holding 
Netherlandish art subservient to that 
of Italy; gave national character to 
his country’s art; and influenced the 
‘art of Spetm Encland, and Holland. 
His eariy italian and Spanish days; 
his diplomatic missions; his happy 
inarmages; his lovg of his children; 
his sympathy with the common 
people; and the peaceful, retired days 
of his Jater life in Steen are all shown | 
in his paintings. And he had a tre- 
Inemdous output, some fifteen hundred | 
canvasses and sketches being attribu- | 
ted to him.

OLD-FASHIONED FLOWERS. The claim has been made that much 

Canadian and American cheese are 
sold to ‘green” and that this is one of 
the causes of slackening in demand 
for cheese. In order that the purchaser 
may know ths age of the cheese which 
he buys in the State of Wisconsin it 
has recently been enacted that all 
cheese manufactured in that State 
shall be mvarked with the date of tak- 
ing from the press, and that boxing 
shall not be done for at least 3 days 
after making. If paraffined this shall 
tbe dated, but the cheese shall not be 
iecoated with wax for at least three 
\days after removal from the press. It 
will be interesting to note the effects 
of these regulations. If they prove sat- 
isfactory in Wisconsin, it might be 
worth trying in Canada.

The coring of winter and the 
prevailing economic conditions 
have left a considerable number 
of people in the city out of em- 
} ployment; and not a few of them 

in circumstances bordering on 
actual and immediate want. To

efficient way an effort is being | 


made to organise and systematise 
’ relief work, to the end that what 
funds are available to provide 
food, clothing and shelter for des- 
titute people shall be handled to 
the best advantage, and that what 
work the city has to offer may go 
to those who have the strongest 
claim to consideration. The city 
council, in conjunction with vari- 
ous organisations of representative 
citizens and interests, has planned 
a program for the distribution of 
**doles’’ and the allotment of em- 
ployment that should go far to 
meet the needs. With the co-op- 
eration of private employers, and 
the assistance given by the Do- 
minion and Provincial ' Govern- 
ments to such work, there is 4 
prospect that the city will be able 
to take care of its own, at least 
to the extent of preventing real 
distress, providing it is not 
moneyless people from other 
points, 

It cannot, at this juncture, be 
too strongly emphasised or too 
widely published that Edmonton 
is not establishing free residential 
soup kitehens or bread lines or 
undertaking to give work to all— 
or to any—who may flock hither 
from other cities in hope of relief 
or employment. The relief mea- 
sures that are being planned are 
intended to meet the needs of resi- 
dents of this city who have fallen 
into unfortunate circumstances. 
There is no intention that Edmon- 


for the accommodation of the un- 
fortunate, the shiftless, and the 
unemployable of other cities and 
towns of the province, nor of the 
great army of floaters who were 
dumped into the prairies by the 
cities of British Columbia at the 
harvest season. The utmost that 
is proposed or that is possible is 
to relieve distress among our own 
people, and to employ so many of 
them as can be done by doing now 
publie work that would otherwise 
be left to another season. There 
are quite enough bona fide resi- 
dents of the city in need of help 
to tax the available resources of 
ioney and employment, and no 
surplus of either for the support 
of outsiders. This city cannot al- 
low itself to be made the Mecca 
for all the idle and needy people 
in. Western Canada, and has no 
call to do so, 

These are times of general de- 
pression. Edmonton is not pecu- 
liar in having an unemployment 
problem to deal with, nor a call 
Yor food, clothing and shelter for 
people unable to take care of 
themselves, Every city in Can- 
ada—and in every other country 
for that matter—has a similar 
situation to face. The responsi- 
bility is as broad as the condition. 
It cannot be side-stepped by ship- 
ping unfortunates from one point 
to another. Every city must take 
care of its own if the condition is 
to be met either fairly or ade- 
quately, Edmonton is not trying 
to deport its unemployed, and its 
taxpayers are in no mood to allow 
Edmonton to be made a dumping 
ground for the unemployed from 
other cities. In dealing with that 
portion of the problem that prop- 
erly belongs to it, Edmonton is 
discharging its obligation to the 
full. Along with the organised 
effort that is being made to do 
that, there should go an equally ac-

The Penalty for Fidelity.

Wherefore the 
delegates refused to put them- 
lselves under any sort of obliga- 
‘tion to their B.C, contemporaries 
by eating the fruit of their orch- 
ards without paying for it. The
